Earlier hiking of milk subsidies 
is impossible, War Food Adminis- 
trator Marvin Jones explained 
yesterday, in making this an- 
nouncement, because WFA has 
agreed not to change the present 
subsidy program before that date. 


The announcement came after 


°4'|months of appeals by Georgia and 


other southeastern dairymen for 
relief from the price scale on milk 
fixed by OPA. With a ceiling on 
their price and increased produc: 
tion costs, they said, the entire in- 
dustry was in danger of being 
forced to close. 

Jones said he was desirous of 
recognizing rising milk production 
costs “as soon as possible” and 
that the subsidy increase would be 
effective through February, March 
and April — until the summer 
months when pastures are more 
productive, 

Present rates range from 35 to 
50 cents per 100 pounds for fluid 
milk and from five to six cents a 
pound for butterfat. There was 
no indication of the exact amount 
of the planned increase. 

Meanwhile, in LaGrange, Ga., 
already 150 gallons short on its 
normal daily milk needs, con- 
sumers were faced with the loss 
of another 150 gallons daily with 
the closing of Dempsey Dairies, 
the largest producer in the city. 

The Dempsey herd—69 cows— 
was sold Tuesday in Gainesville 
and Rome, State Milk Control Di- 
rector Alton Cogdell said yester- 
day, and a delegation of LaGrange 
dairymen, appealing to Cogdell for 
help, stated that other dairies 
could -not make up the loss. 

The Dempsey dairy quit, Cog- 
dell said, because it could not op- 
erate profitably under present 
milk price ceilings. 

He stated that he had notified 
Congressmen Vinson and Camp 
and Senator George of the sale in 
a telegram urging action. 

“The situation in the state is the 
same as in LaGrange,” the wire 
read, “and unless something is 
done, things will ha in a mess.’

was a letter written to is young 
friend on the occasion of the young 
reporter’s 2lst birthday. 

When Grady died in 1889 Clark 
Howell succeeded him and he soon 
became one of Georgia's best 
known citizens. To his office 
came most of Georgia. Like Grady 
he kept his office doors open and 
to the staff it seemed that there 
was a constant stream of persons 
from all walks of life who came 
to, and entered into, his office. 
The man must have done a mil- 
lion favors for as many persons 
and his great heart never tired 
of doing them. 

His career in politics began 
without his knowledge. He was 
nominated by a group of friends, 
without his knowledge or consent, 
to contest for a seat in the legis- 
lature as a representative of Ful- 
ton county. He served three terms 
and was speaker of the house. 
Later he served in the senate and 
was president of that body. He 
was a candidate for Governor in 
1906 and was defeated in one of 
Georgia’s historic races largely 
because he held, as he always did, 
to those beliefs which he felt were 
best for the state. 

He probably was the first to 
make an effective campaign for 
good roads in Georgia. He was 
as great a friend as education ever 
had and the common schools and 
the University System today are 
better because of him. 

It was inevitable that his energy 
and his vision should find him 
drawn into national affairs. Both 
Republican and Democratic Presi- 
dents called upon him to serve 
on national commissions. He was 
on the national coal commission 
in 1922, and in 1932 President 
Hoover named him to the trans- 
portation commission. Under Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, whose warm 
friend he was, he was named to 
the Federal Aviation Commission 
and did a really outstanding job. 
GEORGIA FIRST LOVE 

He refused many other national 
honors, including a number of am- 
bassadorships. Georgia was his 
first love and it was to Georgia 
he devoted the full measure of his 
ability and loyalty. The Atlan- 
ta Constitution and its staff were 
his special loves and it was a 
great source of pride and grati- 
fication to him that his son, Clark 
Howell, was ready to succeed him 
as the third-generation Howell to 
own and publish The Atlanta Con- 
stitution. 

Those who knew him know how 
fitting it is that a Liberty ship, 
constructed in a Georgia _ ship- 
yard, should be named for Clark 
Howell. The program of the 
launching will be announced later 
by officials of the Southeastern 
Shipbuilding Company, at Savan- 
nah, at whose yards the ship is 
being constructed.

Proposal That U.S. Plot Taxes|Spaatz Given 
Meets Opposition of Treasury 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—(#)— 
A proposal in congress that the 
government compute 1943 income 
taxes for some 30,000,000 small 
taxpayers ran into immediate op- 
position today from the Internal 
Revenue Bureau which said it 
didn’t have and couldn't get 
enough people to do the job. 

The suggestion was offered by 
Representative Robertson, Demo- 
crat, Virginia, as the House Ways 
and Means committee began hunt- 
ing ways to simplify federal tax 
statutes. 

He proposed that taxpayers 
with incomes below. $3,000 in 
1943, who elect. to file Form 
1040-A, the short-form tax return 
based on average exemptions, be 
permitted to report only gross in: 
come, credit for dependents, fam- 
ily status and victory tax exemp- 
tion. The Internal Revenue Bureau 
would do all] the arithmetic and 
notify the taxpayers of their cor- 
rect liability. 

10 DAYS TO REMIT 

Such filing would be consid- 
ered, under Robertson’s proposal, 
as the tax return required by l-w 
to be mailed to the collector by 
this coming March 15. 

No remittance need accompany 
the return under Robertson’s plan, 
but upon notice from the collector 
of the correct tax liability, the 
taxpayer would be required to re- 
mit within 10 days. 

However, Harold N. Graves, 
acting commissioner of internal 
revenue, described the plan as 
“very impractical,” saying “we 
just don’t have the manpower to

Hank and Ben took another 
pilot with them in their battered 
P-35, which they got into the air 
by the light of the exploding am- 
munition dumps. Hank also took 
six fragmentation bombs which he 
dropped on the advancing Japs. 

Our ground crews meanwhile 
were working like beavers, empty- 
ing and lighting gasoline stores, 
smashing radios, and pulling out 
our guns at the edge of the field. 
We left the place as clean as a 
whistle. The Japs got nothing. 
Air force ordnance meén soon ar- 
rived to begin blowing up our’ 
bombs. 

ONE PLANE LEFT 

I assembled the available pilots 
and men and we took all the guns 
we could get transportation for. 
We destroyed the rest. We then 
hurried to Cabcaben field, and 
found that .all planes except the 
Candy Clipper had gone. One its 
last flight it had blown a cylinder. 

Lieutenant Leo Boelens; my en- 
gineering officer, had worked on 
it 24 hours without a letup, in- 
stalling a cylinder h® had taken 
from the wreck of another navy 
plane. He had the motor running, 
but as the’ Clipper had not been 
test hopped, no one knew whether 
it would fly. 

I loaded up with Lieutenants 
Barnek, Robb, Coleman, Lunde, 
Shorty, and Boelens. At the last 
minute I put in Colonel Carlos 
Romulo, who had been sent over 
by General Jonathon Wainwright 
from Corregidor that night. Ro- 
mulo was a newspaperman and 
had been attached to General 
MacArthur’s headquarters. 

(Dyess had been ordered to 
leave in the first plane for the 
south.

PROUD CLIPPER 

The old Candy Clipper did her- 
self proud, Though heavily load- 
ed, she got off beautifully. wa .ek 
was the pilot.

They were blowing 
up the main munitions dumps, the 
engineers’ dynamite dumps, and 
others. The Navy was setting off 
its dumps and destroying its tun- 
nels near Mariveles. 

Almost anywhere on lower Ba- 
taan you could have read a news- 
paper by the lurid glare. Artil- 
lery still was pounding away and 
shell fragments were screaming 
through the air. Because some of 
the exploding -dumps were near 
the road, it was impossible to ad- 
vance for some time. 

It was daylight when we 
reachéd Mariveles. I left the pilots 
on Mariveles cutoff. The men with 
the guns and food went to a point 
two and a half miles north of the 
town to wait. I had been ordered 
to keep them readily accessible in 
the event we should find transpor- 
tation off the peninsula.

3. State ballots shall not weigh 
more than 1.2 ounces. 
CONCESSION TO DIXIE

could be used only by military

2,500,000 PASSENGERS They say Donehoo, during his career 

at the controls of a street car, has 
transported approximately 2,500,000 passengers. There was no men- 
tion, in the story marking his retirement, of the changes in cars, 
in equipment, since 1893, when he made his first run on the River 
car line. If personal memory serves, however, that was about the 
time electric motors displaced mules as street car power. 


There must be something rather fascinating about the work of 
a street car motorman. It appeals to the boy in all men. To stand 
in full control of a vehicle so great and so essential, to drive it to 
and fro on the familiar routes, must provide a satisfaction. 


Once, many years ago, having observed the high efficiency, 
the neat appearance and the general high character of a motor- 
man on my own line, I wondered if there was not something 
I could do to make sure his superior officers in the Power Company 
service knew about his high rating among passengers. So, happen- 
ing to be in conversation with a high-ranking Power Company offi- 
cial, I casually mentioned this man’s name, voicing my opinion 
of his ability, intelligence and all ’round desirability. My thought 
was it might be the little touch needed to bring the man earned 
promotion.

Hitler Speech Shows 


Realization of Doom 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Hitler’s latest 
speech, broadcast in Germany Sunday on the 
eleventh anniversary of his accession to power, 
was notable more for what he failed to say rather 
than what he actually said. 

For once, he did not recall the long succession of victories gained 
by German arms since the beginning of the war. He must Nave Deen 
prompted to make this omission for the reason that there have been 
no German victories now for more than a year, and the people can- 
not but be aware of the price they are now being required to pay 
for those early victories. 

Neither did he repeat the threats of reprisals, the talk of secret 
weapons, and the promise of final victory to be won at a specifie 
time, all of which have been constant refrains in his past public 
utterances. 

Another noteworthy omission was his failure this time to say 
anything about the alleged iniquities of the Versailles Treaty, which 
was the theme song of his rise to power. He must have realized 
that there are many Germans today who !ook back on the peaceful 
period ushered in by Versailles as a millennium in contrast with 
the war ruin and devastation now being rained down on the Reich. 


SHORTEST OF HIS CAREER Hitler, once the most lo 

quacious of orators, felt com- 
pelled to confine his latest speech te a mere 20 minutes, one of the 
shortest in his career. The man at last seemed to have talked him- 
self out, perhaps for the reason that many subjects he has dealt 
with in the past now call for complete silence. 

To mention the New Order, for example, which Germany was 
to impose upon the world and which figured so prominently in his 
earlier tirades, would seem blasphemous now to a people who are 
fighting with their backs to the wall in an effort to avert final and 
inevitable disaster. 

It would have been foolishly ineffectual, also, for him to repeat 
his former threats to deliver a hundred tons of bombs on England 
for every ton the Britishedropped on German cities. The people 
now know that he is incapable of carrying out those threats, just 
as they must recall sneeringly the blustering promises of Goering 
at the outset of the war that no enemy bombs would ever fal! on 
Germany. 

Instead of these things, promised in the past with a blustering 
braggadocio, Hitler now adopts the meek, defeatist tones of a man 
who sees the world crumbling in ruins about his feet. All of his 
neurotic dreams of world conquest and world domination seem 
to have vanished with a consciousness of his approaching doom. 


EVEN HYSTERIA GONE Even the hysteria was gone from 

the Fuehrer’s voice. Not once in 
his Sunday broadcast did he resort to the loud screaming and fanati- 
cal shouts with which he used to enthrall his zealous followers. 

It was as though Hitler had finally come to realize that his voice 
could no longer compete with the greater realism of British bleck- 
busters, now falling with systematic destruction on Germany's once 
proud cities. 

If he did manage to say somewhere in his speech that at the end 
of the struggle “there will be victory for Germany,” he conditioned 
that pledge on the help which he said Germany would need from 
the rest of Europe to ward off defeat. 

“The question of the salvation of Europe and the European states 
is one, therefore,” he said, “that cannot be solved exclusively by 
the National Socialist German people and its army.” 

In other words, he had the monumental effrontery to suggest 
that the other European nations, whose populations have been over- 
run and enslaved by the brutal Nazis, now come to the aid of Ger- 
many at its time of approaching crisis. Nothing is more impossible. 

In like manner, he geeks to throw a wedge in the ranks of the 
Allies by proclaiming that there can be only one victor in the war, 
either Germany or Soviet Russia. Vainly he hopes to turn the 
British against the Russians, the Americans against the British. and 
the Poles against all of us. 

Hitler now knows that a division of that sort offers 
hope of winning even a stalemate. He 
grasping for a cork as a lifesaver. He will not succeed. 

World events are finally catching up with the faking Fuehrer 
and the people who were willing to follow him on his road to 
destruction. The whole tenor of his Sunday speech shows that he 
sees the shadow of his certain doom. Henceforth he will not be 
able to escape it.

When “throwing in” ordinary 
newspaper type, the printer picks 
up a word at a time, between his 
thumb and second finger,and then 
spells the word as he drops each 
piece of type into its proper box. 
This makes it unnecessary to iden- 
tify the letters one at a time.. 


The beginner must keep his 
mind on what he is doing, but 
soon he learns the easier way. 
When his_ subconscious mind 
learns what is required, he can 
distribute type for hours without 
an error, while day-dreaming of 
other matters far away. 

Scientific experiments with 
drugged subjects have shown that 
the subconscious mind cannot lie; 
apparently it cannot make an er- 
ror, provided it has learned cor- 
rectly. Like a phonograph rec- 
ord, it can only repeat the impres- 
sions made upon it. 

Mr. Baruch’s faith in hunches 
may seem, to some people, nothing 
more than a ambler’s superstition, 
but it has a sound scientific basis. 
It is, in fact, as realistic as the 


belief that two plus two will be| 


four. 

Much of human knowledge is 
the result of deductions made from 
a combination of known facts. 

As a detective adds certain facts, 
such as spoken: threats, footprints 
and bloody garments, and thus dis- 
covers a killer, so all of us uncon- 
sciously add together the bits of 
information we have and use the 
sum as basis for an opinon. If 
our information is correct and ad- 
equate, the opinion is likely to be 
sound. 

A Baruch hunch is formed in 
the same way. He gathers all 
available fragments of informa- 
tion he would assemble the parts 
of a puzzle, and then trusts his 
subconscious mind to fit them to- 
gether and produce the answer. 
We all use that method; the only 
difference is that he deliberately 
trusts that portion of his mind 
which doesn’t,err. It is a good 
trick if you dh a it.

First it demonstrates the desire 
of the Navy command to inform 
the people at home quickly and in 
detail on the performance of the 
fighting Navy ships, Army sol- 
diers and the Marines against the 
Japanese.

| Second, the plain fact that Ad- 
miral Nimitz authorized the radio- 
ing of independent civilian cor- 
respondents’ accounts from enemy 
waters shows the Navy command’s 
confidence that the warship 
armada and aerial power support- 
ing the Kwajalein invasion land- 
ings can manhandle enemy oppo- 
sition. 

In the past the Navy has been 
criticized for long delays in trans- 
mitting action news.

Guard Against Malnutrition 


By Sally Saver. 


If you're one of those sticklers 
for things-as-they’ve-always-been 
you’re out of luck these days. Only 
those who have a spirit of adven- 
ture, whose tastes are versatile, 
and who are smart enough to sell 
this idea of versatility of taste to 
members of the family will get 
through the days of shortages and 
rationing with no harm done to 
health. There is plenty of food, 
but not plenty of all the foods 
we've been accustomed to. 


Many persons would. be sur- 
prised to learn that they or 
members of their farhily were suf- 

fering to some degree from a poor 
diet, due, not to the fact there 
isn’t enough food, but to the far 
more difficult to solve problem of 
individual taste. Many is the child, 
and adult, too, with some problem 
of malnutrition in a home where 
plenty of money is spent on food. 
There may be money for milk, but 
if the milk. isn’t liked and taken 
by those who need it, what have 
you accomplished by buying the 
milk? This matter of tastes and 
preferences in food has a vital 
part in nutrition, and fortunate is 
the individual who from earliest 
childhood is taught to eat and like 
the greatest variety of foods. The 
wider the variety of foods liked 
and eaten, the less danger of mal- 
nourishment. And since it is dif- 
ficult indeed to change adult hab- 


lishes sound and 
nabits very early in the life of 
ner child. Someone so truly said, 
‘It is as easy to change food hab- 
its as it is to change a person’s 
religion,” which you know isn’t 
easy at all! . 

As a starter in the right direc- 
tion let’s see what we can’ do to 
assure the family of a goodly sup- 
oly of proteins since “points” 
won't buy as much meat as we 
ised to have. The best proteins 
are supplied by meats and milk 
and, of course milk products. So 
be sure the children, and preg- 


nant and nursing mothers get 
plenty of milk. Cheese made from 
whole milk, such as the cheddar 
cheeses, have excellent proteins, 
but they, too, cost high in points. 
Dried beans and peas, whole 
grains, especially oatmeal and 
bran, eggs, fish and nuts, particu- 
larly, peanuts, are next best 
sources of proteins. 

Eggs, cereals, nuts and fish are 
unrationed and on these we can 
lean heavily to make up for the 
fewer meat proteins. It would be 


an excellent idea to become better 


acquainted with peanuts, to stop 
considering this highly nutritious 
food as an accessory, something 
merely to nibble on, for peanuts 
have a high protein value, supply 


| fats and several of the vitamins. 
WHAT TO DO WITH PEANUTS 


Add roasted peanuts to any 
green salad to step up the protein 
value of a meal where the meat is 
stretched appreciably, or lacking. 
Add peanuts to the muffin batter, 
and try sprinkling chopped pea- 
nuts over baking powder biscuits 
just before popping them into the 
oven, especially if the biscuits are 
to Be eaten with a salad. They’re 
very good! But by all means en- 
list peanuts into your army of en- 
trees. Make a main dish, just as 
delicious as it is nourishing this 
way:

The way to keep the fuel you 
go on in the high test class is 
to make sure you get énough min- 
erals and vitamins and protein— 
that’s the stuff needed for wear, 
tear and repair—with your calo- 
ries. When you have the right 
pattern of eating, it’s easy to get 
all of the essentials, without giv- 
ing it another thought. It’s simple 
if you plan your meals around the 
seven basic groups of foods. Have 
one food daily from each group; 
milk or cheese; ideally, adults 
need a pint of milk a day, children 
three glasses to a quart; 1 1-2 
ounces of cheese furnishes approx- 
imately the same amount of cal- 
cium as a glass of milk. Have an 
egg daily when they are not too 
high price, and a minimum of 
four a week when they hit the 
ceiling. When eggs are cheap, you 
can occasionally have an omelet 
or creamed eggs or eggs in some 
style for dinner to take the place 
of the meat course. Now to get 
on with the list, have a whole 
grain or enriched bread and ce- 
real; butter or vitamized marga- 
rine; a green leafy or yellow vege- 
table plus a second vegetable, a 
citrus fruit or juice plus another 
fruit; and a serving of meat, fish 
or fowl or beans. 

To make sure you get power 
in your meals, it’s best to have 
a general plan... at breakfast 
have a citrus fruit or juice or to- 
mato juice, plus a whole grain ce- 
real with milk one morning, and 
an egg the next morning with 
whole grain toast and a beverage. 
Lunch should include milk or 
cheese, otherwise the day may go 
by and you won’t get any. And 
for dinner, have a source of pro- 
tein, meat, fish or fowl or beans 
or eggs, two vegetables, often a 
salad, and a dessert and beverage. 
Fruit and cheese make a grand 
dessert. You can get your second 
glass of milk in a custard or in 
a milk soup. 

These are the foods that make 
the difference between smooth 
running and running down, and 
the right pattern makes it easy to 
eat to beat fatigue.
